We submit for your consideration the following: 

There are certain problems confronting the town which 
must needs be solved in the near future. Some of them will 
require the expenditure of considerable money and we would 
respectfully suggest direct action by the town rather than leav- 
ing them to the discretion of the selectmen. 

We have something like: three miles of concrete sidewalk 
which is badly cracked, rough and uneven and in some places 

so worn that the pebbles are becoming loose. To recoat with 

concrete will cost $2200.00 and will only last 5 or 6 years at 
that. In other words that means the annual outlay of more 
. than $122.00 per mile for each of the six years. But this is not 
all. We have learned by costly experience that water is the dead- 
liest enemy of concrete as it is of all our highways. Now it 
is a matter of common knowledge that our sidewalks were con- 
structed with wonderful facilities for the water to run on to 
- them and none whatever for it to run off, and it seems a waste 
to expend money in repairing them when we know they will 
not be what we want and what the public have a right to ex- 
pect after they are done 

In other words our sidewalks were not properly built. The 

foundation was too meagre and the facilities for drainage whol- 
ly unprovided for, where the configuration of the streets ren- 
dered it the most necessary. The extension of the sidewalk 
on the north side of East Main Street was laid out by our pre- 
decessors to be built of concrete with cobble stone edges. We 
have constructed it this year, substituting granolite for concrete. 
This is a mixture of cement.and sand which has been used 
extensively in the west and south for the past twenty years 
with very satisfactory results. Where it is properly laid it is 
more durable than stone. --Whether it will stand the rigors of 
this climate is yet to be determined. 


There are several things to be said in it’s favor. The tools 
necessary to lay it cost less than $25.00, and any man of ordi- 
nary intelligence can learn to use them in a few hours. The 
material with the exception of the cement is always at hand in 
abundance and ready for use. It is laid in sections so it can 
be taken up and relaid again when necessary to dig under it, 
or a new section can be substituted without destroying the 
symmetry of the walk. 

On the other hand the first cost per surface yard is ereater 
than concrete. We introduce the following itemized account 


here for your information:

It is the foundation and not the surface that largely deter- 
mines the cost of sidewalks. 

In response to a petition signed by nearly every business 
man in the village, we laid out and constructed a grade side 
walk from the present terminus of the concrete on School St. 
to the residence of Putnam Batchelder. This walk, as you 
will see by the report, cost $526.22. Mr. A. E. Tilton and 
Mr. L. D. Fox aided us quite a little in contributions of mater- 
ial. 

Mr. 8S. B. Shedd has very generously given the town the 
right of way across the corner of his recent purchase at East 
Tilton. We have laid out, to be built the coming summer, a 
vravel walk four feet wide, from the store of Wm. H. Seavey 
to the Methodist church, East Tilton. 


The macadam which we laid on West Main Street last spring 
seems to be giving general -satisfaction. The cost of cutting 
down the ledge at the top of the hill together with the sewer 
pipe and all the labor incident to grading was in round num- 
bers $300.00. _ 

We paid J. E. Smith 500 per surface yard for the finished 
road way. We see no reason why a similar amount cannot 
be expended each year in permanent road way without increas- 
ing our taxes or imparing the efhciency of our roads. If this 
is to be the policy of the town, steps should at once be taken 
to lease a piece of ground contiguous to the part of the high- 
way to be laid and the stone in sufficient quantities hauled in 
the winter and piled upon it ready for the crusherin the spring. 
We are credibly informed that our farmers would be glad to 
furnish us all the stone we need at the bare cost of hauling if 
they can utilize their teams in the winter when they are com- 
paratively idle. There is another matter of pressing import- 
ance to which we wish to call your attention. There isn’t a 
street or a road in town. so far as our knowledge goes, that 
has its boundaries marked by permanent public monuments. 
_And there are several roads in daily use that were never laid 
out at all or if they were there is no record extant of such lay- 
ing cut or building. For instance the road from Shaker bridge 
to the main road is not mentioned. And what is more re- 
markable still the record is absolutely sent with reference to 
that part of the Main road from Tilton to Franklin between 
Mill St. and its intersection with the tin corner road near the 
residence of the late Harry Hines. Runnells in his Town 
‘History says *‘there is a tradition it was built by subscription 
about 1825.” but no record. 

Some of the streets in our village which have been laid out, 
widened or straightened within 10 or 15 years it is impossible 
to locate from the records, or indeed to locate at all other than 
by the line of occupancy because there is nothing left to indi- 


cate the exact point of starting or that of termination when 
_ they were surveyed. 

We would earnestly recommend a resurvey and _ suitable 
stone monuments erected by the town. 

The lower bridge near the depot will need new plank the 
coming season. In our Tua steel beams should be sub- 
stituted for the wooden ones now ‘in use. Mosquito bridge 
and those at East Tilton were quite extensively repaired last 
year. Shaker bridge will soon need rebuilding. We think 
arrangements canbe made with Northfield so that a steel bridge 
will take the place of the present structure. 

As the law requires we forwarded a copy of our appraisal of 
the real and personal property of the town to the County Com- 
missioners, and later spent several days with them looking over 
the village and farms. It gives us pleasure to state that they 
approved our work. 

In the preambulation of the town lines we joined with San- 
bornton in the erection of two new stone monuments near the 
residence of Geo. S. Stone. The original ones were stones 
in a part of his wall and, of course, were private Prope and 
subject to removal at his volition. 

Asa result of the vote of the town at the last annual meet- 
ing authorizing us to make a discount of 2 per cent. on all 
taxes paid on or before the 15th of June in each year, we have 
been able to meet all bills against the town at maturity with- 
out hiring any money. |

ANNUAL REPORT 


TOWN SCHOOL BOARD. 


An amendment to the public statutes passed in 1895 requires 
school boards to file reports with the selectmen on or before the 
first day of August each year. The school year thus runs from 
August to August, and a report is more than seven months old 
before it reaches the public. 

The following report covers the year ending August 1, 1898: 

Four schools have been maintained, taught by Jennie P. 
Tucker, Nellie A. Clark, Carlota S. Sanborn and Fannie S. 
Blood, all teachers of experience and marked ability. The 
different schools have been thirty-two, thirty-three and thirty- 
four weeks in length, varying a little because of sickness and 





weather. 

Books, charts and incidental supplies are furnished as requir- 
ed, and the school houses have been painted, whitewashed and 
kept in suitable repair. 

Under the vote passed at the last school meeting one pupil 
was sent to the Seminary last spring at the expense of the dis- 
trict, two pupils in the fall, and three are attending this win- 
ter term. 

This course should be continued, for our scholars are entitled 
to a high school training and in no other way can that be ob- 
tained for them so reasonably at public expense. 

Visits by parents have largely increased. ‘This is gratifying.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


OF UNION SCHOOL DISTRICT, NO. 1, IN TILTON. 





During the past year, our schools have, we think, been do- 
ing good work. 

We have escaped any epidemic of disease, and, in fact, not 
within the term of any member of the present board has it 
been necessary to close the schools, on account of sickness. 

The board deemed it to be prudent, as well as a good sani- 
tary measure, to have the walls and ceilings, of all of the 
rooms, whitened. 

Inasmuch as this had not been done for several years, it’ 
seemed to be wise, especially as the walls were in very bad 
condition. 

The rooms as a result look very much cleaner, and must of 
necessity be more healthv. 

Two of the basement windows have been covered with wire 
screen cloth, on the inside, saving some broken glass; as in 
stormy weather the basements are used as play-rooms. 

One of our teachers left us for a wider field ot usefulness, 
thus requiring one change in our corps of instructors. 

During the year a few shade trees have been set out, near 
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the street line; new water pails, with covers, and faucets, have 
been purchased and placed in the halls; also the old tin dip- 
pers have been replaced with thick glass mugs. 


Two complete sets.of maps 41x58 inches have just been pur- 
chased, and will be, at once, placed in the rooms for daily use. 
Blaisdell’s Physiologies have been introduced. About $10.00 
worth ofnew books have been added to the supplementary read- 
ing, and Cyr’s fourth reader added to those we already had. 


The basement of the building is in very bad shape. The 
old cement bottom being badly broken, and in some places 
almost entirely gone. The cold air boxes connected with the 
furnaces, ought to be replaced before another winter, by new 
boxes. The dome in one of the furnaces is badly cracked, 
and before very long, both furnaces must have new galvan- 
ized iron jackets around them. 

Some of the floors in the school rooms are badly worn, and 
if the building is to continue in use for a few years more, 
ought to be relaid with tight new floors. 


The Board of Education is unanimous in the opinion that 
the district cannot, much longer, ‘dodge the question of a new 
building. 

Three of our rooms are not well lighted, the ventilation is 
very poor, and the sanitary arrangements ought to be dispensed 
with, and modern and healthful plumbing take their place. 


Of course the district will readily understand that in the pre- 
sent building much that would be considered essential in a 
new building cannot be attained in its present condition. 


It is difficult to teach lessons of thrift and neatness, and to 
impress upon the pupil’s mind ideas of care of public proper- 
ty, when that same becomes worn out from constant use of a 
generation.

You will remember that, at the last annual meeting, another 
committee was chosen to report at our next meeting. giving 
some definite idea as to the requisite needs of the district at 
the present time ; also to give figures and estimates in a gen- 
eral way as to the probable cost of what wil] be required. 


The annual meeting will be called for Friday evening, Mar. 
24, at 7.30 o'clock. 

We will try and have the building lighted so that voters can 
inspect the building between seven and seven thirty o’clock, 
prior to the meeting. i 

Let all who have children in the schools make a special ef- 
fort, at any time before March 24, to go all over the building, 
and see if what we say is not true. 

Perhaps it might be well to state a few figures for the past 
year. As the financial year is not yet closed, we have, taken 


the last year’s figures, closing March 1898. 


It cost the district $15.09 per scholar for the year for ail ex- 
penses. This includes salaries of teachers, care of building, 
books and supplies, repairs, tuition at the Seminary. 


It cost 80 2-3 cents per scholar, to care for the building. It 
cost 86 cents per scholar for repairs. It cost 85 cents per 
scholar for books, supplies, paper, pencils, etc. It cost 71 7-9 
cents to keep each scholar warm during the year. It cost 
41 I1-12 cents per scholar, per week, for all expenses, inclu- 
ding Seminary tuition. 

Other figures including the data for this year will be given 
at the annual meeting. Comparisons will be made with other 
towns and we think we will convince you that we are getting 
our schooling less, per scholar, than many of our neighbors.
